ATHABASCA TREATY. 

The Commissioners to negotiate the 
treaty with the Indians of the Atha- 
basea district have been appointed. 
They are: Hon. David Laird, Indian 
commissioner; Jas. H. Ross, commis- 
sioner of public works of the North- 
west government; and J. A. McKenna, 
secretary of the Indian department at 
Ottawa.: It was expected at one time 
that “Lieutenant-Governor Forget, who 
was formerly Indian commissioner, 
would be a member of the commission, 
but the state of his health and his 
other duties have rendered his presence 
on the commission impossibie. This 
is very much to be regretted, as Lieut.- 
Gov. Forget’s long experience in the 
west, and his qualities of mind, would 
have been of invaluable assistance. 
He was one of the half breed scrip 
commissioners of 1885 sothat his ex- 
perience in that line would also have 
been valuable. 

Hon. David Laird, Indian commis- 
sioner, is a man of the very highest 
standing and experience. He, was a 
member of the Mackenzie cabinet, 
lientenant-governor of the Territories, 
and the commissioner who negotiated 
the treaties with the Blackfeet Indians 
in 1877. His position on the treaty 
commission is of course chief by virtue 
of his office. 

The appointment of Jas. H. Ross, 
commissioner of public works for the 
Territories, is a new departure, but 
not the less commendable on that 
account. Mr. Ross has been identif- 
ed with Northwest public affairs ever 
sines the Northwest had a 
sentative local legislature, that is 
since 1883. An important part of 
the purpose in negotiating the treaty 
is that the Territory affected should 
be brought under the admistration of 
the Territorial government in local 
matters. It is therefore very appro- 
priate that a member of that govern- 
ment should be on the ground and 
have something to say at the very 
beginning of the assumption of loeal 
government control. 
be said of Mr. Ross’ personal fitness 
for the position. He has occupied a 
prominent plaee in the public eye 
long enough not to require anything 
to be said regarding his abilities. 

J. A. McKenna, secretary of the 
Indian department, is the trasted 
representative of the minister of 
interior in all Indian department 
affairs. He has had long experience in 
departmental affairs and within the 


last year or two has been engaged in | 


the settlement of a number of difficult 
and intricate disputes, in whieh he 
achieved a large measure of success. 

The Indians to be treated witb 
are estimated to number about 2,700, 
and the half breeds to whom ecrip 
will also be issued are believed to 
number about 1,700. The Indians to 
be treated with are of three tribes, 
Wood Crees, Beavers and Chipewyans, 
The former are immigrants, having 
pressed northward from the Saskatehe- 
wan into the country of the Beavers 
and Chipewyans. The two latter tribes 
are natives of the soil, and are of 
allied race, but totally different from 
the Crees. The Beavers occupy the 
Peaee river region, live a prairie life 
and own horses. The Chipewyans 
oceupy the region around Lake Atha- 
basca and northward to Great Slave 
lake. They are hunters, ‘fishers 
and river men, travelling by canoes in 
summer and by dogs in winter. 
The country of the Beavers is valu- 
able agriculturally. That of the 
Chipewyans is valuable for minerals 
chiefly. The Wood Crees are found 
at Athabasca Landing along the 
Athabasca river, at Lesser Slave lake 
and on Peace river, where they have 
to some extent displaced the Beavers. 
Roughiy speaking the Wood Ciees 
occupy the upper Athabasca river 
region; the Chipewyans the lower 
Athabasca river, Lake Athabasca and 
Slave river; and the Beavers the 
Peace river. The country of the 
Wood Crees is valuable for timber 
and agriculture ; that of the Chipe- 
wyans for fish, fur, and minerals ; 
that of the Beavers for agriculture and 
grazing. The Ottawa despatch men- 
tioning the apppointment of the com- 
missioners says: “The conditions of 
the country to be treated for differ 
considerably from those existing in 
the Territories formerly ceded, and 
the commissioners who are given dis- 
cretionary- powers, will have to be 
guided by circumstances.” The com- 
missioners will leave Edmonton 
about May 24th, and will prebably 
be in the north all summer.

FROM DAWSON, 
The Buiierin has received the 
following letter from L. Couture, 


formerly of Edmonton, but now of 


Joawson, dated Dec. 15, 98 : 


I promised you to write, but I have 
since I arrived here had so many mis- 
fortunes that I have had my courage 
knocked. out of me. My two sons 
have been sick, oue of whom (Alfred) 
died a few weeks ago, the other being 
still confized to the house unable to 
travel. I also built a hotel on Hunker

ra 
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Creex, and & new trail, cut sometime 
after, obliged me to remove the build- 
ing; and in this part of the world it 
costs money. Dawson is not what it 
was last winter. Hundreds of men are 
idle and will need help to pass the 
winter, hundreds are going out on the 
ice and thousands will before the 
winter is over. Sickness is very pre- 
valent; scurvy and typhoid being 
the principal complaints. The Ed- 
monton contingent have already suffer- 
ed heavily. One Lamoureux died, my 
son and three others are laid up and 
Bonin and Hebert have both been very 
sick, but have since recovered. I do 
not see what ean be done next summer 
to avert the greatest epidemic of 
typhoid any city ever had. 

A great deal°of propecting is being 
done, but nothing new has been tound 
except up the Stewart where Thistle, 
Carlisle and Alberta Creeks are located. 
The latter was discovered by me and 
my party last September. Mr. Mc- 
Namara and myself staking the dis- 
covery claim of 500 feet each, with my 
sons on each side of me. I am now 
getting ready to go up and intend to 
have a couple of men prospect the 
claim. When I return I will be able to 
write more fully in regard to it. Fred 
Robertson sold his interest for $3,000. 
This is a claim which I put him on last 
spring. Mr. Matheson is well and I 
think will do well. My claim on 
Dominion creek is still in abeyance, 
the government not having thrown 
them open. If I get this elaim I in- 
tend to go to Atlin lake, the new dis- 
covery in British Columbia, and per- 
haps return for good to Edmonton. 

The Atlin lake discovery is very 
good, and a miner has not so much to 
contend with as we have here. I have 
seen there $10 to one pan, and a great 
many from 25c to $1.50 a pan, It is 
very ricb and a beautiful country, easy 
of access to it. IfI can get there by 
May | can acquire a few cleims. 

I will write you longer after I get 
back, and give you a full description of 
the trip of the Lavergne boys from 


in a few menths. I have all their 
notes and will write you fully.
